25 Years after Ruby Ridge 
Standoff, Radical Movement 
Grows

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) - It's 
been a quarter-century since a standoff 
in the mountains of Idaho left a 14- 
year-old boy, his mother and a federal 
agent dead and sparked an expansion 
of radical right-wing groups in the 
United States that continues today. 

The gunfight at Ruby Ridge 
occurred when agents approached 
Randy Weaver's property to arrest the 
military veteran on gun charges. They 
had been investigating him for possible 
ties to white supremacist and anti¬ 
government groups. 

Weaver, his daughters, and a 
friend holed up in the family's cabin for 
11 days before surrendering on Aug. 
31,1992. 

"Ruby Ridge continues to be 
an inspiration for the rise in extreme 
anti-government politics," said Ryan 
Lenz of the Southern Poverty Law 
Center, which tracks and studies 
radical groups. 

The number of far-right, anti¬ 
government militia groups grew 
dramatically after the election of Barack 
Obama, the country's first black 
president, Lenz said. 

Such groups historically drop 
off when a Republican becomes 
president, Lenz said. Instead, they 
burst into the public arena with the 
election of President Donald Trump. 

That led to the recent violent 
conflict between white supremacists 
and their opponents in Charlottesville, 
Virginia, and disputes over Confederate 
monuments. 

Experts also point to a 
separate case involving anti¬ 
government icon Cliven Bundy, of 


Nevada. Last week, a federal jury in 
Las Vegas refused to convict four men 
accused of threatening and assaulting 
federal agents by wielding assault 
weapons in a 2014 confrontation near 
Bundy's ranch. 

The Ruby Ridge standoff is 
one of several things that spurred the 
resurgence of right-wing extremism in 
the 1990s, said Mark Pitcavage, a 
spokesman for the Anti-Defamation 
League, a Jewish civil rights 
organization. 

The roots of Ruby Ridge were 
planted in the 1980s, when Weaver 
moved his family to Idaho to escape 
what he saw as a corrupt world. 

Weaver eventually was 
suspected of selling two illegal sawed- 
off shotguns to a government 
informant. To avoid arrest, he holed up 
on his land. 

On Aug. 21, 1992, a team of 
U.S. marshals scouting the thick forest 
to find suitable places to arrest Weaver 
came across his friend Kevin Harris 
and Weaver's 14-year-old son. A 
gunfight broke out. Samuel Weaver 
and Deputy U.S. Marshal William 
Degan were killed. 

The next day, an FBI sniper 
shot and wounded Randy Weaver. The 
sniper also killed Randy's wife, Vicki, 
with a shot to the head, and wounded 
Harris. 

The survivors ignored pleas to 
surrender from people like Aryan 
Nations leader Richard Butler, whose 
now-defunct neo-Nazi group was 
based in nearby Hayden Lake. Ruby 
Ridge became a magnet for people 
with anti-government leanings, who 
gathered near law enforcement 
barricades. 

The family finally surrendered, 
and Randy Weaver was acquitted of 
the most serious charges. He and his 


three daughters filed a wrongful death 
lawsuit, and the government paid them 
$3.1 million in 1995. 

A few months after Ruby 
Ridge, federal agents laid siege to the 
Waco, Texas, compound of the Branch 
Davidians, a religious sect. An assault 
was launched, and a fire destroyed the 
compound and killed more than 70 
people. 

Timothy McVeigh cited both 
Ruby Ridge and Waco as motivators 
when he bombed the federal building in 
Oklahoma City in 1995. 

Today, experts believe anti¬ 
government activities are growing 
across the U.S., fed in part by Trump's 
election, said Bill Morlin, who covered 
Ruby Ridge as a newspaper reporter 
and now writes for the SPLC. 

The issue, experts say, is that 
Trump has been slow to condemn 
white supremacists and distance 
himself from hate. He was slow to 
reject the endorsement of former KKK 
leader David Duke. After 
Charlottesville, Trump was silent at a 
news conference when journalists 
asked whether he rejected the support 
of nationalist groups. 

"Really, really good," the white 
supremacist website Daily Stormer 
wrote of that silence. "God bless him." 

Author Jess Walter was a 
young newspaper reporter in nearby 
Spokane, Washington, who covered 
the Idaho standoff and then wrote 
what's considered a definitive book 
about it called "Ruby Ridge." 

In a recent article for The 
Spokesman-Review, Walter said Ruby 
Ridge brought together divisive themes 
of race, religion, guns, law enforcement 
and Western mythology. "Twenty-five 
years later, we have certainly picked 
our sides," Walter wrote. 







"Sometimes it seems like the 
whole country has become the two 
sides at that roadblock at Ruby Ridge, 
seduced by paranoia, by the reduction 
of complex ideas into protest signs and 
bumper stickers or, now, into 140

Trump orders military to give 
cops free grenade launchers, 
bayonets and tanks 

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump will repeal restrictions 
that former President Barack Obama 
placed on police access to excess 
military gear, allowing the federal 
government to immediately resume 
handing out free bayonets, grenade 
launchers, tracked armored vehicles 
such as tanks and other equipment to 
law enforcement departments around 
the country. 

Trump will sign an executive 
order on Monday repealing the limits 
Obama placed on the access to some 
military surplus items in 2015. Obama’s 
followed the ‘‘provocative’’ response to 
the August 2014 unrest in Ferguson, 
Mo., where St. Louis County Police 
officers atop armored vehicles pointed 
sniper rifles at peaceful demonstrators 
in broad daylight. Policing experts in a 
report for the Justice Department found 
that the police actions ‘‘inflamed 
tensions” and violated constitutional 
rights. 

Trump’s executive order will 
also kill requirements that law 
enforcement agencies had to meet 
before obtaining helicopters, planes, 
riot helmets, batons, drones, armored 
and tactical vehicles, and explosives 
and pyrotechnics. Under Obama’s 
order, police departments had to get 
permission from their local government, 
complete training requirements and 
give a ‘‘persuasive” reason why they 
needed such equipment. No more. 

Vanita Gupta, the former head 
of the Justice Department’s Civil Rights 
Division, said the guidelines were put in 
place to “ensure that police 
departments had a guardian, not 
warrior, mentality.” 

The Trump administration 
believes the restrictions imposed by 
Obama created the impression the

SEALS, Tucano planes and 
more than 3,300 pounds of 
weapons

With more than 3,300 pounds 
of weapons, the Super Tucano 
turboprop aircraft can save lives of 
warfighters on the ground. 

The Super Tucano, built in 
Jacksonville, Florida, is currently taking 
part in the U.S. Air Force's exciting 
Light Attack Experiment to provide the 
best possible close air support with its 
advantages to deploying fighter jets. 

It can land on mere dirt so it 
provides the opportunity to be closer by 
at forward operating bases. 

The plane may look retro, but 
the airframe is armored and designed 
to withstand +7G/-3.5G loads. It has a 
maximum speed of about 370 mph. 

The Super Tucano can also 
keep constantly near the fight - at less 
than 1,000 feet above the ground battle 
- as opposed to flying jets in large 
multiple-mile radius circles. This means 
that the aircraft can more immediately 
react and respond to things evolving on 
the ground. 

The aircraft can unleash 
weapons for more than three hours - 
whereas jets may only be able to help 


for a mere fraction of that time before 
they need to refuel at bases that are 
often a great distance away. 

Flying this close can also help 
pilots prevent friendly fire accidents. 

Five hard points under the 
wing and fuselage allow the aircraft to 
bring more than 3,300 pounds of 
weapons to a fight. 

In addition to two internal 
machine guns, it can bring two .50" 
machine guns in the wings, with each 
unleashing 200 rounds. 

Rocket launchers like the 
LAU-68 and bombs like the Mk 81 or 
Mk 82 equipped with guidance kits are 
other sorts of firepower it can unload. 

If the Super Tucano is under 
attack from an enemy plane, then it can 
unleash short-range air-air missiles like 
the AIM-9 Sidewinders - just like jets. 

The air crew’s safety is 
enhanced with advanced tech like 
MAWS (Missile Approach Warning 
System) and RWR (Radar Warning 
Receiver). It also has cunning modern 
tech like chaff and flares to defeat 
enemy attacks. 

Modern missions often 
happen at night. The aircraft has been 
designed to be compatible with this 
need - from NVG Gen. Ill infra-red 
vision capability to cockpit and external 
lights that are compatible with NVG. 

The electro optical infrared 
system helps the pilots recognize 
targets by collecting images around the 
clock. FLIR (Forward Looking Infrared) 
supplies digitized thermal imaging. 

The advanced laser 
designator and pointer is integrated 
with the weapons system and 
enhances precise attack. 

The Super Tucano has an 
encrypted digital anti-interception and 
jamming V/UHF radio, so sending and 
receiving data like targets can be 
secure. 

U.S. Navy SEALs spotted the 
potential of the Tucano and fought hard 
for it to be adopted to provide better 
close air support, transforming it into 
the Super Tucano. 

Brazilian company Embraer 
built Tucano especially to provide 
close-in air power for South American 
and African firefight scenarios. 

The Navy refitted a Tucano, 
ramped it up and tested it. 

The result? The birth of the A- 
29B Super Tucano and an aircraft that 
would prove the SEALS right time and 
again downrange. It performed so well 
that the Super Tucano stable grew.

Study: Doping Western 
Cultures with Oxytocin Will

N.J. laws allowing cops to 
seize assets among ‘worst in 
country,’ report finds

New Jersey's laws 
surrounding civil forfeiture — the police 
practice of taking property allegedly 
tied to criminal activity -- are among 
"the worst in the country," according to 
a new report by a libertarian legal 
group. 

The Garden State is one of 35 
states given a "D" or lower in the 
report, titled "Policing for Profit" and 
released this week by the Washington, 
D.C.-based Institute for Justice. 

Police departments regularly 
keep contraband or ill-gotten goods 
seized from people convicted of crimes. 
But often, law enforcement agencies 
obtain money, high-end electronics and 
luxury cars through the civil process, 
which doesn't require a criminal 
conviction. 

A person pulled over with 
large sums of cash, for example, can 
have their money seized on mere 
suspicion and be forced to wage an 
expensive legal fight to get it back, the 
group says. In one high-profile case, it 
took a woman years to get her car back 
after a relative used it in commission of 
a crime. 

Prosecutors and police chiefs 
defend the practice as a deterrent to 
criminal enterprise that comes with the 
added benefit of revenue for their 
agencies. But the authors of the report 
claim law enforcement "enjoys a hefty 
financial incentive to seize" that violates 
citizens' right to due process. 


County prosecutors across the 
state collected $72 million in forfeiture 
proceeds from 2009 to 2013, including 
more than $57 million in cash and $9 
million in vehicles. 

In addition, the report found 
county agencies received an average 
of $7 million a year from federal 
"equitable sharing" programs when 
they serve on federal task forces. 

Dick Carpenter, the group's 
director of strategic research and one 
of the authors of the report, said it's 
difficult to get the whole because the 
state was not able to provide 
comprehensive figures for local and 
state law enforcement agencies. 

Peter Aseltine, a spokesman 
for the state Attorney General's Office, 
declined to comment on the report, but 
said N.J. has "strict parameters" for 
seizing assets from citizens [who have 
not been convicted of a crime]. 

State law prohibits police 
departments from paying salaries and 
operational expenses using forfeiture 
money or even considering the use of 
such funds when drafting budgets. But 
they can use forfeiture funds to make 
equipment upgrades, provide additional 
training for their officers or pay for 
community programs. 

Acting AG John J. Hoffman's 
office recently announced a $2.5 million 
forfeiture-funded program to buy body 
cameras for local police departments, 
his office said, and has used such 
funds to pay for gun buyback 
programs. 

Robert Bianchi, a former 
Morris County prosecutor, assigned 
several officers to federal task forces 
which made the office eligible for 
federal equitable sharing programs. 

"Next thing you know, you get 
a check, just because you had a guy 
assigned there," Bianchi said. "It was a 
beautiful thing." 

The Justice Institute report 
found that participation in such federal 
equitable sharing programs allows local 
and state agencies to "circumvent more 
restrictive state laws." 

While he acknowledged 
abuses of the practice exist, Bianchi 
said prosecutors should be able to 
exercise discretion in going after assets 
that may be involved in a crime. 

The New York Times last year 
drew attention to a police training video 
featuring Sean D. McMurtry, head of 
Mercer county's forfeiture unit, who 
boasted, "We don't even have to have 
to charge anyone at all" in order to 
seize their assets. 

He later defended the practice 
to The Times of Trenton as primarily a 
deterrent to real criminals, claiming, 




"No department is getting a windfall 
from forfeiture." 

Carpenter said NJ law doesn't 
prohibit police from going after assets 
without bringing criminal charges. 
When an individual has their assets 
seized, he added, they essentially have 
to prove their own innocence. 

"They'll soon discover the 
value of the property is less than the 
cost to get it back, so they'll just give 
up," Carpenter said.

Jury Defends Four Militia Men 
Involved in 2014 Bundy 
Ranch Standoff 

A federal jury in Las Vegas 
refused Tuesday to convict four 
defendants who were accused of 
threatening and assaulting federal 
agents by wielding assault weapons in 
a 2014 confrontation to stop a cattle 
roundup near the Nevada ranch of 
states’ rights figure Cliven Bundy. 

In a stunning setback to 
federal prosecutors planning to try the 
Bundy family patriarch and two adult 
sons later this year, the jury acquitted 
Ricky Lovelien and Steven Stewart of 
all 10 charges, and delivered not-guilty 
findings on most charges against Scott 
Drexlerand Eric Parker. 

'They’ve been tried twice and 
found not guilty," Bundy family 
matriarch Carol Bundy said outside 
court. “We the people are not guilty." 

A first trial earlier this year 
found two defendants — Gregory 
Burleson of Phoenix and Todd Engel of 
Idaho — guilty of some charges but 
failing to reach verdicts against Drexler, 
Parker, Lovelien and Stewart. 

19 co-defendants were 
arrested in 2016 and charged in the 
case, including Bundy family members. 
With the release of Lovelien and 
Stewart, 17 are still in federal custody. 

None of the defendants was 
found guilty of a key conspiracy charge 
alleging that they plotted with Bundy 
family members to form a self-styled 
militia and prevent the lawful 
enforcement of multiple court orders to 
remove Bundy cattle from arid desert 
rangeland in what is now the Gold 
Butte National Monument. 

Bundy stopped paying grazing 
fees decades ago, saying he refused to 
recognize federal authority over public 
land where he said his family grazed 
cattle since the early 1900s. The 
dispute has roots a nearly half-century 
fight over public lands in Nevada and 
the West, where the federal 
government controls vast expanses of 
land. 


All four men were 
photographed carrying assault-style 
weapons during the standoff near the 
Nevada town of Bunkerville. Each had 
faced the possibility of decades in 
federal prison if they were convicted. 

Jurors saw images of Parker 
and Drexler in prone shooting positions 
looking down their rifles through slots in 
the concrete barrier of an Interstate 15 
freeway overpass toward heavily 
armed federal agents guarding a corral 
of cows below. 

Defense attorneys noted that 
no shots were fired and no one was 
injured. They cast the tense standoff 
with more than 100 men, women and 
children in the potential crossfire as an 
ultimately peaceful protest involving 
people upset about aggressive tactics 
used by federal land managers against 
Bundy family members.

BLM Fired Agent Who

Dan Love, the Bureau of Land 
Management (BLM) law enforcement 
officer who directed federal operations 
on Cliven Bundy’s Nevada cattle ranch 
in April of 2014, has been booted from 
the agency. The timing couldn’t be 
worse for federal prosecutors preparing 
for the third trial of Bundy Ranch 
defendants, next month. 

Despite numerous complaints 
from Utah law enforcement officials 
about Love, by 2014 he had been 
promoted to BLM head of law 
enforcement for Utah and Nevada. 

Echoing the disproportionate 
show of militaristic force used in 
Operation Cerberus, Love directed the 
federal raid on Bundy’s ranch, during 
which a small army of agents, dressed 
in body armor and carrying automatic 
weapons, swarmed the property in 
SWAT vans and dozens of armored 
vehicles.

To end DACA, follow the 
Constitution 

The DACA controversy 
demonstrates the wages of the 
"progressive" conceit that our ingenious 
constitutional system is obsolete, that 
modern problems are so complex they 
demand extra-constitutional solutions 
— such as a president's usurping of 
congressional power, exactly the road 
to tyranny the Framers feared. 

That is what President Obama 
did in legislating the Deferred Action on 
Childhood Arrivals program. The defect 
in DACA is not that it was done in the 


form of an executive action (under the 
guise of a Department of Homeland 
Security memorandum). There is 
nothing wrong with an executive order 
that merely directs the lawful 
operations of the executive branch. 

The problem is the substance 
of executive action. DACA is defective 
in two ways. First, it presumes to 
exercise legislative power by conferring 
positive legal benefits on a category of 
aliens (the "dreamers.") Second, it 
distorts the doctrine of prosecutorial 
discretion to rationalize this presidential 
legislating and to grant a de facto 
amnesty. These maneuvers violated 
core constitutional principles: 
separation of powers and the 
president's duty to execute the laws 
faithfully.... 

Having sworn to preserve, 
protect, and defend the Constitution, 
President Trump could explain that, 
while he would certainly execute any 
accommodations Congress enacts for 
"dreamers," the president has no 
authority to confer positive legal 
benefits — such as work permits — on 
aliens. Trump could remind the public 
that President Obama himself publicly 
admitted he did not have the 
constitutional power to do what DACA 
does.... 

The president could direct that 
prosecutorial discretion be exercised 
on behalf of aliens who had been 
brought to (or kept in) the United States 
illegally as children. The Justice 
Department would reserve the right to 
take enforcement action in individual 
cases — for example, in the case of a 
dreamer who was convicted of a 
serious crime or had an extensive 
criminal record. That kind of situation 
aside, however, no action would be 
taken to detain or deport the dreamers. 

Would doing this leave the 
dreamers in a legal limbo? Of course it 
would ... but they'd be in one anyway. 
Again, the president does not have 
constitutional authority to remove the 
legal limbo. That is already obvious, 
and it would be declared conclusively if 
the federal courts eventually had to rule 
on DACA. But Trump could say what 
he's reportedly going to say on 
Tuesday: He stands ready to work with 
Congress. Perhaps they could first 
work on temporary measures that 
would allow current DACA beneficiaries 
to work, attend school, and the like.... 

The important point, though, is 
that the weighing of accommodations 
for dreamers against improvements in 
the immigration system would be taking 
place where it is supposed to take 
place: on Capitol Hill. And while it is 
certainly true that dreamers are the 




most sympathetic subset of illegal 
aliens, it is also a fact that the issue of 
illegal immigration divides Washington 
from the nation at large like no other.

Between the World and Me 

Author: Ta-Nehisi Coates 

Black Lives Matter may seem 
difficult to comprehend other than as a 
howl of resentment against the belief 
that police and the “prison industrial 
complex” inflict on blacks an endless 
stream of indignities and injustice. But 
the movement now has its own hyper- 
articulate manifesto in the form of Ta- 
Nehisi Coates’ brief book, Between the 
World and Me. Coates writes as a 
thorough-going atheist and materialist 
for whom the physical body is all there 
is and all that matters. He sees 
Western civilization as a system for 
abusing the physical bodies of blacks in 
order to secure power and privileges 
for those who seek “to believe they are 
white.” Racism, writes Coates, is “the 
need to ascribe bone-deep features to 
people and then humiliate, reduce, and 
destroy them.” Having projected this 
fantasy onto the majority of fellow 
Americans, Coates vows that it is an 
incurable, permanent condition. He 
frames his book as counsel to his 
teenage son on how to live in such a 
world. 

Between the World and Me is 
153 pages of painful reading, as 
Coates glowers in his hatred of 
American society. It is perhaps as 
much as you need to know about 
contemporary American higher 
education that the book is the second 
most popular choice among colleges 
and universities for common reading 
programs....Vitriolic anger at America, 
both for its actual failings and for its 
much more comprehensive imaginary 
failings, is now the cornerstone of the 
humanities and higher education as a 
whole.

BUSTED: Parents Catch FBI

It’s become a near-weekly 
occurrence. The FBI will announce that 
they’ve foiled yet another terrorist plot 
and saved lives. However, as the data 
shows, the majority of these cases 
involve psychologically diminished 
patsies who’ve been entirely groomed, 
armed, and entrapped by FBI agents.

“The FBI knew he was 
schizophrenic,” Varnell’s parents 
declared on Wednesday in an open 
letter bravely published by NewsOK. 

“Underneath his condition, he 
is a sweet-hearted person and we are 
extremely shocked that this event has 
happened. However, what truly has us 
flabbergasted is the fact that the FBI 
knew he was schizophrenic. The State 
of Oklahoma found him mentally 
incompetent and we, his parents have 
legal guardianship over him. These 
documents are sealed from the public, 
which is why no news media outlet has 
been able to obtain them. The FBI 
clearly knew that he was schizophrenic 
because they have gathered every 
ounce of information on him.” 

According to the family, 
without their criminal informant and the 
FBI tactics playing mind games with 
this vulnerable man, the idea of him 
committing an act of terror would have 
likely never materialized. 

“The FBI gave our son the 
means to make this happen. He has no 
job, no money, no vehicle, and no 
driver’s license, due to the fact that he 

is schizophrenic . He has suffered 

through countless serious full-blown 
schizophrenic delusional episodes and 
he has been put in numerous mental 
hospitals since he was 16 years old. 

The parents noted that they 
suspected something was going on and 
Jerry’s father told the informant to stay 
away from their son. However, 
according to the parents, the informant 
“continued to sneak onto our residence. 
The FBI paid him to continue this 
operation and I believe they have 
cleared his criminal record. ” 

Knowing a sane person would 
likely never attempt to blow up a bank, 
the FBI deliberately targeted a severely 
delusional and mentally ill person. This 
is wrong on so many levels. Will the

Barclays Installs Desk 
Sensors to Monitor 
Employees

As we reported last month, a 
Wisconsin company called Three 
Square Market has become the first 
company in the US to offer microchip 
implants to its employees. The firm, 
which designs software for breakroom 
markets, wants employees to use 
microchips to help facilitate vending- 
machine payments. The firm wanted to 
use its employees as test subjects for 
their product. And though the program 
was strictly voluntary, it marks an 
uncomfortable beginning of a trend that 
could someday result in all humans 
being involuntarily microchipped. 

Now, across the pond, 
companies are escalating efforts to 
monitor their employees. 

Barclays Pic has installed 
devices at its London headquarters that 
track how much time bankers spend at 
their desks. While a spokesperson for 
the bank says the devices aren’t meant 
to evaluate employees’ performance, 
their introduction has clearly spooked 
members of the rank-and-file, who 
leaked the story to Bloomberg. 

The devices are manufactured 
by OccupEye and use heat and motion 
sensors to record how long employees 
are spending at their posts. 

The devices, made by 
Blackburn, U.K.-based Cad-Capture, 
are pitched as a way for companies to 
find out how they can reduce office 
space, providing a multicolored 
dashboard to show managers which 
workstations are unoccupied and 
analyze usage trends. 

According to Bloomberg, 
many investment banks have been 
taking steps to more closely monitor 
their employees as banks face 
shrinking profit margins in key 
businesses like trading. 

An officer with UK trade union 
Unite said the union was promised that 
data collected from the boxes wouldn’t 
be used to evaluate employees.

Scientists: Climate Change 
Not as Threatening to Planet 
as Previously Thought 

Climate change poses less of 
an immediate threat to the planet than 
previously thought because scientists 
got their modelling wrong, a new study 
has found. New research by British 
scientists reveals the world is being 
polluted and warming up less quickly 
than 10-year-old forecasts predicted, 
giving countries more time to get a grip 
on their carbon output. 

An unexpected “revolution” in 
affordable renewable energy has also 
contributed to the more positive 
outlook. 

According to the models used 
to draw up the agreement, the world 
ought now to be 1.3 degrees above the 
mid-19th-Century average, whereas 
the most recent observations suggest it 
is actually between 0.9 to 1 degree 
above. 

The discrepancy means 
nations could continue emitting carbon 
dioxide at the current rate for another 
20 years before the target was 
breached, instead of the three to five 
predicted by the previous model. 

“When you are talking about a 
budget of 1.5 degrees, then a 0.3 
degree difference is a big deal”, said 
Professor Myles Allen, of Oxford 
University and one of the authors of the 
new study. 

Published in the journal 
Nature Geoscience, it suggests that if 
polluting peaks and then declines to 
below current levels before 2030 and 
then continue to drop more sharply, 
there is a 66 per cent chance of global 
average temperatures staying below 
1.5 degrees. 

The goal was yesterday 
described as “very ambitious” but 
“physically possible”. 

Another reason the climate 
outlook is less bleak than previously 
thought is stabilising emissions, 
particularly in China.
